Schulte Starts If. 


Frank Schulte stepped to the plate in 
{he last of the ninth. On his eye and 
arm largely depended the issue wheth- 
er the Americans would be world’s 
ehampions tonight or whether the 
Nattonals might still hope.to repeat 
Bosten’s performance of coming from 
behind and winning four straights 
after three defeats. 

There was a prayerful silence—then 
something happened. The debonair 
right fielder firmly smote the sphere 
right where its feelings were tender- 
est and it did not stop rolling till it 
bumped against the right field fence 
and the batsman had become a poten- 
tial base-runner on the second sack. 
Chief Bender merely smiled, and the 
smile broadened to a grin when 
rnan sacrificed the runner to third. 

But the crowd was fairly crazy with 
excitement. The roar of cheers was 
ear-splitting when Captain Chance 
came to bat. The first ball pitehed 
ninped him on the finger, but the um- 
pire said he had walked into it and it 
served him right. or words to that ef- 
fect.

Chance Ties It. 

Hie stepped into another one, but the 
result was different.

They 
acclaimed the Indian hurler when Zim- 
merman and Steinfeldt went out, leav- 
ing Chance, with what would have 
been the winning run, stranded on 
third. The game just possibly might 
have ended in this stanza but:for a 
sensational catch by Baker. Steinfeldt 
poked a foul into a left-field box, and, 
although the occupants thereof were 
far from helpful, the fast-fielding third 
baseman of the Philadelphias leaned 
over among the seats and snatched the 
ball. But this is only one of the many 
“ife” in which the game abounded. 

The Philadelphians came to bat in 
their half of the tenth with unabated 
confidence. Archer smothered a _ foul, 
however. and Baker. the first man up, 
was disposed of. Captain Davis rose 
to the oecasion with a clean double to 
right. and the crowd felt something 
in’ its throat. “Home-run” Murphy 
was up. but his best was a sharp 
grounder. which Tinker fumbled for 
one breathless moment. and then threw 
Davis out at third. Barry ended the 
rally by striking out.

ground after he rose 150 feet above 
the earth. 

Moisant’s Flight. 

Moisant’s flight was a second de- 
monstration—both his own—of the fact 
that an airman, lIike a seaman, can 
steer by compass, without regard to 
the time of day or night, foul wéather 
or fair.

during the past season. The practice 
of playing seven-inning games he de- 
Scribes as contrary to the rules of or- 
Sanized baseball. 

New Orleans has first place in at- 
tendance, according to the financial re- 
port. Exclusive of holiday games, the 
paid admissions reported from that 
city totaled 133,857; Birmingham came 
next, with 130,51{. and Memphis third. 
92,566. Atlanta, with 86,818, Chatta- 
nooga 76,694, Nashville 51,819. Mobile 
19,055 and Montgomery 41,651 follows. 

The attendance at holiday games is 
given as 40,000, making the total at- 
tendance for the season in excess of 
70,000. 

Financial losses sustained by sev- 
eral of the clubs, in the opinion of the 
president, was due to bad weather in 
the spring and a lack of interest to- 
ward the close of the season. For this 
reason, he urges that the schedule 
should be shortened.

Louis Chevrolet is 32 vears old and 
has been an automobile race driver for 
five years. This famous Franco-S5wiss 
pilot was born in Switzerland and Was 
educated:in France, where he also re- 
ceived his early training in driving 
and in automobile construction. 

In 1900 Chevrolet came to America 
and five years later he started racing 
for the Flat Company, of New York. 
In 1908 he went to the Matheson Com- 
pany, making his second appearance in 
the Vanderbilt cup race. Later that 
same year he engaged with the Buick 
Motor Company, in whose employ he 
still remains. 

His notable victories for the Buick 
have been the Cobe trophy in 1909 at 
Crown Point, Ind., and the Yorick cup 
trophy at Lowel] the same year. He 
has won scores of events in Buick 
stock cars on the track and drove 
the Buick last year in the Vanderbilt. 
Chevrolet's career has been filled with 
thrills and victories. He is a remark- 
able man and his ability seems almost 
unlimited. Some would refer to him as

So as to Be Able to Render 
‘*First Aid to the 
Injured.’’

Mrs. Ray Harroun, wife of the Mar- | 


mon star racing driver, is a constant 
student’ of medicine, surgery and 
nursing; and she carries with her to 
the race courses, where he drives, a 
bag of. various surgical and other 
articles calculated to be of benefit in 
a call for “first aid to the injured.” 
While having great confidence in the 
skill of her husband, she realizes the 
unusual dangers of racing, And for 
some time has been carrying her bag 
of needful articles whenever @ race is 
on. If possible, she secures a place in 
the racing pits; otherwise, as near 
them as she can. 

In the bag which Mrs. Harroun car- 
ries to the race course are all kinds of 
surgical supplies, bandages, absorbent 
cotton, and remedies for cuts, bruises 
and minor injurf She always dreads 
the thought of someune else caring for 
Mr. Harroun in case of an accident, 
and wants to be on the grotind herself. 
In talking of her ideas, she has said: 

“It is not that I am afraid my hus- 
band will be badly injured in a race, 
that I always go to a course prepared 
for an emergency. I have great con- 
fidence in his skill and his driving ex- 
perience being able to get him out of 
most troubles. Yet I realize there are 
untold dangers in auto racing, and I 
never want an occasion to arise when 
I am not near a course with a supply 
of such articles as may be very useful 
in an emergency. Consequently, th® 
handbeg I carry with me is well sup- 
plied. 

“You can hardly imagine the dread 
which is liable to take possession of 
a woman when she misses her husband 
in a race for a minute longer than he 
should be away from the pit. A tire 
change ustally delays him a minute, 
but if he is delayed longer, all kinds 
of horrors flash through one’s mind, 
and it takes a steady nerve not to 
show the effects—especially in a race 
like the Vanderbilt, where accidents 
are frequently reported. Though I am 
usually very cool and sélf-possessed, I 
heaved a sigh of relief when that event 
was finished. 

“But, no matter what course one is 
racing over, I want to be there with 
my emergency outfit every time my 
husband races.”

ROBERT BURMAN

“Wild Bob” Regarded as Pre- 
mier American-Born 
Driver. 


Robert Burman, considered by many 
the premier of American-born automo-

The op- 
tions permitted” refer entirely to 
striped chassis competitions. An or- 
dimary stock chassis, when lightened 
by the removal of the body and tuned 
up for fast work, has a speed capacity 
over the ordinary country roads of 
from 60 to 90 miles per hour. At such 
speeds the safety of the occupants of 
the car and of the spectators is best 
insured by the permission of 
changes as are listed.

1. Lighter springs. Logical because 
of the removal of from 600 to 1,500 
pounds of super-structure weight.

The whole Decalogue may be broken in the making of a neck- 
tie. Certainly when a necktie or any other article is manufactured 
amid conditions unsanitary and unfair to the workers, a mora! 
as well as an economic wrong has been done, and in the end we 
all pay for it. 

Atlanta and the south have reason to be proud of the rapid 
growth of their neckwear industries, but they have a higher rea- 
son to be proud of the censideration which these industries show 
toward human rights. It is a gratifying fact that within a few 
years ten prosperous neckwear factories have sprung up in the 
south, and that three of the most important of them are in At- 
lanta. But it is a fact even more gratifying that these factories 
are not sweatshops, and that the people who work in them are 
accorded the treatment to which honest and capable labor is 
entitled. 

What a contrast is this to conditions in certain quarters of 
the east! The cloakmakers recently battled for their rights and 
won them. Now the neckwear makers are having to go through 
& similar trial. It will cost them much; it will cost their em- 
ployers and the public. A sense of human justice would have 
averted it all. 

An article that is produced under hygienic conditions and 
conditions that are fair to labor must be a better article than 
that which comes from a sweatshop and is stained, though invisi- 
blv. with suffering and hardship. The south is just entering upon 
a great manufacturing era. It is to be hoped, and from the 
example of our neckwear industries it may be expected, that the 
folly and shame of certain quarters of New England will not

TO INDICT LIQUOR MEX 


' Prohibitionists Allege State and 
Municipal Officers Refused to 


Enforce Law---Notices Served 
Upon Saloonists Saturday. 
All Places Were Closed at 9 
O’Clock---Politics Waxes Hot. 


Memphis, Tenn. October 22.—(Sp>- 
cial.)—Aid of the federal c@urts was 
successfully invoked today by the Law 
and Order League to enforce the pro- 
hibition law which the city, county 
and state authorities have not en- 
forced in Memphis. United States 
Judge McCall granted a temporary or- 
der against 114 saloons, pending a hear- 
ing on next Thursday, restraining them 
from serving intoxicating liquor. 

The federal court took jurisdiction 
on the allegations of the petitioners 
that were deprived of the equal pro- 
tection under the law guaranteed by 
the fourteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution. They allege that the state 
prohibition law is being enforced in 
other parts of the state, but the gov- 
ernor, attorney general and county at- 
general, with other officials, 
have refused to enforce the law here, 
and, therefore, the United States courte 
can take jurisdiction. 

On the grounds that irreparable in- 
jury might be done the complainants 
if delay were permitted, Judge McCail 
granted the temporary injunction.

GETS FINAL DISAPPROVAL! 


Rome, October 22.—(Special.)—“The 
daughter of an American coal mer- 
chant could aspire to no position at 
our court and would only expose her- 
self and us to scorn and difficulties.” 

‘It was in these words that Dowager 
Gheen Margherita, of Italy, voiced her 
absolute and unconquerable opposition 
to the marriage of the Duke of the 
Abruzzi to Miss Katherine Elkins.

As the lord chief justice concluded a 
policeman stepped forward and, in the 
hush that had fallen over the court 
room, led Crippen from the dock.

murder of Mrs. Crippen, will begin on 
next Tuesday. 

When the proceedings were resumed 
today Lord Chief Justice Alverstone 
called Crippen to the stand and asked 
him questions, regarding the use of 
hyoscin, the poison with which, it is 
charged, the accused killed his wife. 

The justice elicited the informétion 
that hyoscin was administered through 
the mouth and also hypodermically. 

Richard Mult then*began th losi

speech for the prosecution. He said 
the defense had relied 
theory that Crippen was too kind- 
hearted to commit murder. Counsel 
pointed out that the defendant had, 
however, lived for months a life of 
hypocrisy, mocking the grief of his 
wife’s dearest friends. 

Crown Makes Out Complete Case. 

The prosecutor’s address occupied 
scarcely more than an hour. He con- 
cluded by saying that the prosecution 
had proved beyond a reasonable doubt 
that the body found at Crippen’s home 
was that of his wife, Belle Elmore, 
the actress, and that no one but the 
prisoners could have cut up the body 
and buried it in the cellar. 

Lord Chief Justice Alverstone began 
his review of the case as soon as Mr. 
Muir had concluded. 

The justice in summing up de- 
scribed Crippen as an extraordinary 
man, whether guilty or innocent. If 
guilty, he had coverd up a ghastly 
crime in a ghastly way, and, it was 
believed, in a most brutal and callous 
manner. If he was innocent, it was 
impossible to fathom his mind, as he 
was absolutely indifferent to the 
charge of murder. He had taken no 
steps whatever to prove his innocence. 

Crippen, the justice declared, un- 
doubtedly was a liar and lived an im- 
moral life, but, he added, the jury 
could not convict the defehdant on 
that score. It must be quite con- 
vinced that the human parts found 
were from the body of Belle Elmore 
and that her death was caused by a 
wilful act of the prisoner, 

The lord chief justice charged the 
jury that they must be convinced of 
the identification beyond a reasonable 
doubt. As he concluded the jury re- 
tired. - After being out half an hour 
the jurors returned and reported that 
they had found Dr. Crippen guilty.

Crippen Receives Sentence Caimly. 

The trial lasted less than five days, 
having begun at 10:30 o’clock last 
Tuesday morning. The jury retired 
at 2:17 o’clock this afternoon and re- 
turned with the verdict at 2:57 o’clock. 

Crippen received the death sentence 
with the apparent calmness that char- 
acterized him throughout the trial, and 
which, in fact, has been noticeable 
from the moment of his arrest. 

He appeared rather nervous during 
the judge’s summing up, which was 
strongly against him. As Lord Alver- 
stone mefcilessly portrayed his char- 
acter, as developed during the trial, 
Crippen twirled his thumbs, crossed 
and recrossed his legs and occasionally 
shuffled his feet. 

Takes Last Look at Typist. 

The silence In which the sentence 
was received was broken by the clerk's 
formal question: “Prisoner at the bar, 
have youanything tosay why sentence 
of the court should not be passed 
against you?” 

For a fraction of a second Crippen 
hesitated, then replied, betraying his 
emotion by on'y, the slightest flutter 
of the voice: “I still protest my inno- 
cence.” 

Lord Alverstone pronounced the sen- 
tence of death, and the wardens again 
held out their arms to support the 
prisoner. He ignored their proffered 
assistance, and. turning, walked firm- 
ly from the room, stopping only once, 
and then for a brief moment to take

The mineral resources of Alaska are 
gold, silver, lead, copper and iron, with 
considerable sprinklings of other va- 
rieties of minerals, Up to the present 
time the production has been almost 
wholly confined to gold, and this, while 
amounting to over $150,000,000, is only 
what has been skimmed from the ricn 
places along river and creek beds. The 
real gold production is yet to come. 

Up to the present time goid mining 
from quartz has been impracticable 
in Alaska, except in places close to 
deep water navigation, because in the 
interior the cost of prospecting and 
particularly the cost of transportation 
and installation of machinery neces- 


prohibitive. There are, however, a 
number of quartz gold mines in opera- 
tion, including the famous Treadwell 
mine, near Juneau and the number of 
thfS class of mines is gradually in- 
creasing, and with ample transporta- 
tion facilities in the interior the in- 
crease will be much more rapid. ,. 


Emergency Lighting of Passen- 
ger Ships. 
The possibility that the regular 
lighting circuit of ships may be 
wn out of commission by the flood- 
ig of the engine rooms or other ac- 
cident, has.called forth many methods 
of providing emergency lighting. 
One of the most interesting is that 
in use on the passenger steamer “Ala- 
bama,” which runs out of Chicago to 
ports across Lake Michigan. A stor- 
age battery of 56 cells, capable of 
supplying 26 4-cp. lamps for 10 hours, 
is mounted at the highest point of the 
upper deck, and charged during the 
day from the ship’s generators. The 
lamps, distributed along the corridors, 
are kept lighted every night, so that, 
sufficient illumination is assured, 
without the manipulation of switches 
or automatic devices.

More Than 3,500 Men Enlisted 
in the Aeronautical Reserve. 
Airship Believed to Be the 
Means of Preserving Perpet- 
ual Peace. . 


New York, October 22.—America’s air 
army is ready for bysiness. John Bar- 
ry Ryan, son\of Thomas F. Ryan, 
founder and commodore af the United 
States aeronautical reserve, said to- 
day in a signed statement: 

“We have 3,500 men in every state 
of the union enlisted in the aeronaut- 
ical reserve to act as scouts # time 
of war, and for service in time of 


battle.” 

Officers of the army and navy have 
been assigned to co-operate with him 
in the organization of the aeronautical 
reserve corps. 

Here is what Mr. Ryan has to say: 

“The aeroplane will eventually make 
war so full of horrors by its inevitable 
increasing power to destroy fortinca- 
tions, ships and towns, that it will be 
one of the greatest means of bringing 
about peace among nations. It is still 
true at the present day, however, that 
a nation, to preserve peace, must be 
prepared for war. The country com- 
manding the strongest army and the 
strongest navy will be feared most. In 
like manner, the flag that can rally 
around it the most effective. aerial 
forces will be a nation which no enemy 
will care to tackle. 

Plan Takes Shape. 

“It was due to a full realization of 
these facts that 1 became interested 
in the organization .of the United 
States aeronautical reserve suddenly, 
A month has passed since the first 
actual recruiting work at the Harvard- 
Boston aviation meet. As seon as ‘it 
became known that” an. organization 
was started which would be the first 
aerial militia im the world, not only 
did all the aviators in this country 
apply for membership, but applicationg 
floated in from persons interested in 
the development of the aeroplane. It 
soon became evident that the United 
States aeronautical reserves was des-’' 
tined to grow bevond the plans and 
scope at first laid out. 

“Today there are more than 3,500 
members, situated in every state of 
the union, including aviators, inventors 
and builders of aeropianes and motors, 
army and-.navy officials prominent in 
the regular service and in the militia 
of the states, financiers, statesmen, 
newspaper mén, sportsmen and hun- 
dreds interested in aeronautics. 

“The reserves are divided into four 
classes: First, active members, which 
include the owners and fivers of. aero- 
planes; second, war scouts, including 
war correspondents and those who will 
be assigned to a company of aviators 
as passengers for purposes of observa- 
tion, chartmaking and reconnaisance; 
third, apprentice members, who are 
any individuals interested in aviation, 
and, fourth, junior members, boys who 
will be trained in the deeper secrets 
of aerial navigation.

“Up to date very little has been done 
i nthis country toward testing the 
value of the aeroplane in naval war- 
fare. ‘Perhaps, this has been delayed 
somewhat on account of the strenu- 
ous efforts that are being made to pro- 
duce more efficient aerial vehicles. 
Nevertheless, the navy department has 
displayed deep interest in the aero- 


nautical reserve movement, and intends |! 


to give its co-operation. 


Much Work in Organizing. 

“There has been so much work 
volved in the organizing of the re- 
serve that comparatively little at- 
tention has been given to putting into 
operation what the movement stands 
for. No time will be lost in putting it 
into execution. In fact, there will be 
many important features attached to 
the work of the aerial soldier. 

“The war department detailed a rep- 
resentative to witness the army ma- 
neuvers in France, and to observe es- 
petially the progress made in that 
country wit hthe aeroplane and dirig- 
ible as auxiliaries to the army. As 
soon as his report is published it will 
immediately be taken up by the United 
States aeronautical reserve, and plans 
made to outline this country what has 
been done abroad. 

“Tt seems generally to be conceded 
that European countries are far ahead 
of the United States in this particu- 
lar branch of military development. 
We should be of the opinion that if 
such is the case, it is only a temporary 
condition., There can be no question 
that with the score or more of skilled 
aviators we have now in this country 
if put to the test we could outshine 
in skill many 0o. fthe foreigners.”

At presen; most of the popu- 
lation of England is either engaged 
in filling up “Form IV.” or writing ‘to 
its lawyers and real estate agents to 
do it. 

The magnitude of the task can be 
imagined when it is stated that Lord 
Derby has been called on to answer 
more than 1,000,000 questions. Each 
question requires an answer averaging 
three words in length so that Lord 
Derby; if he filed up his forms him- 
self, would have to write 3,000,000 
words, and Lord Derby is by no means 
the largest landowner in England. 

A “Form IV” must be filled up for 
every separate piece of liand in the 
three kingdoms, and for more than 
half the parcels of land two or more 
forms must be filled up. For instance, 
I came across a case the other day of 
a man who had just bought @a new 
hogse. That is to say, he bought the 
building and lease for ninety-nine 
years of the ground on which it stands. 
For this lease he pays a ground rent 
of $45 a year to a real estate company. 
The real estate company in turn has 
leased the tract .of which this plot 
forms a part from the ecclesiastical 
commissioners—in. other words, the 
English church, for 999 years. The 
plot in question is 28 feet wide and 
about 100 feet deep. For this tiny 
scrap of land the occupying owner 
must 4/1 up on Form IV, the real 
estate company must fill up another, 
and the ecclesiastical commisisoners a 
third. In the tract developed by the 
real estate company there are fifty 
such plots and when al) the houses 
are sold 150 “Form IV's” will have to 


be fil’ed up Ser it.

Atlanta Horse a Winner.

Stockbr.dge, edi- 
tor of The Southern Ruralist. Don 
isn’t much to look at, being an ungain- 
ly, raw-boned pony. bronco size; but 
he’s got the speed, as has been proven 
twice by winning the Horse Show 
races against the finest polo ponies 
that the Isleventh eavalry could bring 
forward. Last year Don beat six 
ponies, and for the honor of the troop 
the Eleventh decided to beat Don this 
_ year if it took the finest polo pony 
obtainable. Consequently, they secured 
the best pon.es, pitted them against 
each other im preliminary races, picked 
ihe winners and breught them to At- 
lanta for the pony races, Don being 
the other entry. 

When the racers started Don flopped 
about unecertainiy before he got a 
start; and the audience guyed him good 
fashion—just as they did last year: but 
in. a few seconds Don got his gait ani 
won beth heats in a whirlwind of 
‘speed. Captain George Vidmer, whose 
pony was defeated, was the first {> 
congratulate Ar. Stockbridge and 
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Derry on the victory, and had to ad- 
mit that, though Don was short on 
looks and grace, he had the speed. 

Don is 8 years old, but the Stock- 
bridge boys have oniy had him two 
years. He is a speedy racer, but as 
gentle as a kitten, and balks at noth- 
ing. He is dtiven by any of the fam- 
lily; is ridden double by the two boys, 
and is even amenable when Mr. Stock- 
bridge uses him to plow a bit of gar- 
den land. ' 


Trained for Racing. 

When Don was first presented to the 
two boys, the father told them they 
were to lookout for him and see that 
he was well cared for; but further than 
that he left the pony to the boys. 
Pretty soon the neighbors began tu 
warn him that his son Derry wés going 
to kill himself if he didn’t stop riding 
that pony so hard, but the father 
trusted to his boy’s judgment, and let 
it go. A veterinary surgeon, however, 
told him that the pony was being rid- 
den so fast that he would be injured 
if he were not better exercised, so Mr. 
Stockbridge calNea Derry and asked 
him about it. Derry admitted that he 
was riding pretty fast, but said that 
he was training to enter the Hora: 
Show. His father tried to dissuade 
him, telling him that Don was not a 
show pony, and could not beat the fine 
racers. 

“Huh, I reckon I know what he can 
do,” retorted Derry.. “I've raced him 
against every ‘horse in Fulton county 
that I could find, and he's beat every 
one of them.” Whereupon the father 
consented, stipulating, however that 
he must give the pony the care and 
attention that a horse in training 
should have,

REPORTED LOST 


_———— 


New Orleans, October 22.—That two 


steamers plying between New Orleans 


and Central and South American ports 
sank probably in the Yucatan channel 
during the recent sévere storm, with a 
total loss of sixty-four lives, is the 
belief in shipping circles here tonight. 
The vessels believed to have been 
wrecked are the British steamer 
Crown Prince, Captain R. Kirkwood, 
with a crew of thirty-five, and the 
Bluefields, of Norwegian register, 
Captain C. M. Lange, with twenty-nine 
souls aboard, including,beside the crew, 
Captain Lange's wife. 

The Crown Prince, which sailed from 
Santos with a cargo of 75,000 bags of 
coffee, was last reported on October 7 
at Barbados. She was due here Sun- 
day. She is of 2,535 tons gross regis- 
ter, 325 feet long, and ts owned by the 
Prince line, limited, Newcastle. 

The Bluefields sailed from Ceiba, 
Spanish Honduras, on Friday of last 
week, with a cargo of bananas valued 
at $14,000. She is of 1,002 tons gross 
register, and was chartered by Hac- 
carro Brothers of New Orleans. 

The steamer Crib, which wags four 
ahead of the Bluefields when the 
storm struck her, was blown 300 
miles out of her course. The Crib had 
the open sea in which to make her 
fight for safety, whereas the Bluefields 
undoubtedly was struck by the full 
force of the hurricane before she 
reached the open, . 


SAVINGS BANK PLAN 


TO BE GIVEN TRIAL 


Washington, October 22-—The board 
of trustees of the postal savings bank 
system today approved a list of forty- 
eight second-class postoffices at which 
the plan will be given its first trial. 
The list includes one office for each 
state and teritory. Brunswick is the 
office designated for Georgia. 

The trustees are Postmaster Genera] 
Hitchcock, Secretary of the Treasury 
MacVeagh and Attorney General Wick- 
ersham. They met in the office of the 
postmaster geneal late this afternoon. 
The list they formally approved were 
elected after careful investigation by 
the postal officials with a view to 
making the first test of the service as 
thorough as possible undef the limited 
appropriation of $100,000 provided by 
congress, which includes all the ex- 
penses of equipment, including the en- 
gravings and printing forms certifi- 
cates, bonds, clerical assistants, etc.

The story of the counterfeiting p'an, 
as told by the secret service opera- 
tives and which put them on the track 
of Secreest, is as follows: 

Story of the Counterfeiting. 

Secreest, a planter of Tampico, Mex- 
ico, had been loaning money to Nic- 
araguans and was unable to get it 
back because of a shortage of current 
funds in the little republic. Upon a 
public announcement that the govern- 
ment would duplicate for 1910 an issue 
of 5 pesos notes, similar to those’ of 
1909, to relieve the financial stringency. 
the story goes, Secreest, seeing a 
chance to profit, came to the United 
States. 

It is alleged that he went to a north 
central city first, but his alleged ef- 
forts to get the notes printed secretly 
were in vain. The presence here of 
Secret Service Operative Peter C. 
Dick, of Cleveland, Ohio, lends strength 
to the report that it was in the Ohio 
city, but that.was not confirmed. Then, 
it is charged, he came to Chicago. 

As @ result of the canvass of Chi- 
cago, it is charged, the Williams com- 
pany, through its president, upon Se- 
creest’s representation that he was an 
official from Nicaragua, and that he 
wanted the Chicago printer to turn out 
the official money for the republic, 
agreed to print the paper. On the 
same representation, according to 
Trumbull’s story, the Guarantee En- 
gtaving Company agreed to furnish 
the plates: 

Tip Given Uncle Sam’s Sleuths. 


The tip to the secret service Opera- 

tives from the first city Secreest is 
reported to have visited enabled the 
Chicago operatives to keep close watch 
on the Mexican, and today when a 
watcher at the printing factory re- 
ported the three men in conference, 
the wild taxicab ride of the Officials 
and the arrests followed. 
Eight bundles of the printed notes, 
tweive copper plates used in the print- 
ing and a copy of the Official seal of 
the Nicaraguan government were load- 
ed into a dray and taken to the fed- 
eral building and the officials brought 
from the offices of the printing com- 
pany two bona fide notes of the 1909 
issue from which the engravers are al- 
leged to have copied the Plates for the 
counterfeiters, 

The note bears a design offering 
littie difficulty in copying, even for 
an inexperienced engraver. A back- 
ground of orange lines in simple, 
wavy design bears, printed in black 
type, the words, “Republica de Nicara- 
gua, 5 pesos,” and the names of the 
officials of the government. 

Heavy Bonds Fixed. 

United States laws provide equal 
punishment for counterfeiters of Amer- 
ican or foreign coin or paper money, 
the offense being, having in posses- 
sion the means of coin cou lterfeiting 
Or the spurious article. The penalty 
is not to exceed five years’ imprison- 
ment or fine of $5,000 or both. United 
States Commissioner Foote set the 
cases against the three for next’ Wed- 
nesday. Secreest’s bonds were fixed 
at $10,000; Williams’ at $5000 and 
Trumbull’s at $500. Both Williams 
and Trumbull furnished the bonds. 

Williams dec'ared he had no thought 
that he was doing an illegal thing; 
that there was no attempt at conceal- 
ment in his work, and that Secreest 
had told him the printing was for the 
present Nicaraguan governmenht. Trum- 


bull also protested that he Was inno- 
cent of any wrong.

Disposal of Water Power Sites. 
(From “President Taft on Conserva- 
tion” in the November Columbian.) 
The development of electrical appli- 
ances and the transfer of power 
through electric lines for tong dils- 
tance has made the use of water pow- 
er to produce electricity one of the 
most important sources of power that 
we have in this country, and it will 
so affect the cost of production in all 
the fields of manufacture and produc- 
tion of the necessities of life as to re- 
quire the government to retain contro) 
over the use by private capital of such 
power when it can only be exercised 
upon sites which be.ong to the gov- 
ernment. Such sites can be properly 
parted with under conditions of ten- 


} ure,, use and compensation, consistent 


On the one hand with reasonable prof- 


Pit to the private capital invested and 


on the other with the right of the 
public to secure the furnishing of 
such power at reasonable rates to 
everyone. There should be a condi- 
tion of forfeiture if the owner of the 
power site does not, within a certain 
time, expend capital sufficient to de- 
velop the power and after develop- 
ment shall charge rates to the pub ic 
beyond what is a reasonable profit 
on the capital invested in the im- 
provement, to be regulated by the 
government. The amount of compen- 
sation that ought to be charged by 
the government for the use of the 
water power sites might pertaps be 
left to readjustment every ten or fif- 
teen or twenty years. 


The Disposition of Coal Lands. 
(From “President Taft on Conserva- 
tion” in the November Columbian.) 


The anthracite coa] strike evoked a 


great deal of discussion in respect to 
the evils of ownership by private per- 
sons of a monopoly of thg coal supply 
of the country, and led r Roosevelt 
to declare the necessity of preserving 
from acquisition by monopolizing 
syndicates the public coal lands still 
undisposed of. The truth is that in 
Alaska the deposits of coal are so 
great that when they are developed 
they wil] doubtless furnish coal to 
the entire Pacific coast. They have 
been reserved from filings since 1906. 
There are some 900 claims, but it: is 
probable that under the evidence ad- 
duced most of these claims will prove 
to have been defective. With such an 
immense tract of coallandat a place as 
near the sea as this is from which coa! 
can be easily furnished by water to 
the entire Pacifie coast it becomes 
highly important to settle before this 
land shalj be disposed of under pres- 
ent laws whether we are to retain any 
different contro] over these lands from 


those which have been already soldg@™ 


the government in other parts of vue 
country. 

‘ It seems wise in the disposition of 
coal lands, and indeed of al! mineral 
jands having agricultur value, to 
separate the surface of th} Jand from 
its mineral contents, and \.en either 
to lease the right to take coal from 
the land at a specified compensation 
per ton, that is, to provide a system 
of royalties, or to sell the deposits of 
the land outright to the coal miner. 
In every case, restriction by way of 
forfeiture ought to be Included to pre- 
vent a monopoly of ownership of the 
coal land in any one set of men so as 
to enable them to control the price of 
coal. This is the great objec) of a 
change in the method of their dsposi- 
tion.

Authoritative Classification of 
Public La Necessary. 


(From “President Taft on Conserva- 
tion” in the November Columbign.) 
The truth is, the needs of the coun- 

try have developed so, and the demand 
for land has so much increased, that 
in order to secure a sensibie, business- 
like disposition of the lands remaining 
in the public domain, there must be 
an authoritative classification of lands 
by the prover bureau so as to show 
whether they are agricuitura) landa, 
forest lands or lands available for 
water power sites on the banks of 
rivers and other streams, or mineral 
lands, coal lands, oil lands, or phos- 
phate lands. Had this classification 
.been made eariler it would have saved 
a great amount of litigation and would 
the government millions 
of acres patented as one kind of land 
when, in fact, it was another. The 
classification so far as authorized is 
being rapidly executed by the geo og- 
ical bureau, After classification leg- 
isiation should be, and doubtless wil 
be, directed to the means by which 
such lands should be disposed of and 
the rtsrictions specified in the in- 
terest of the pub.ile upon the tenure 
and use to which the owner Is to put 
such lands.

In describing the trip from Way- 
cross to Savannah, Mr. Yelverton says: 

“The roads were in places almost 
impassable and filled with mud ‘holes 
like bottomless pits. Sand, water and 
bogs faced us for over half the jour- 
ney, the only good roads coming be- 
tween Reidsville and Claxton. 

“Near Statesboro we again found fair 
roads, but river water had chopped 
them until progress was slow indeed. 
Not a car escaped penalty today unless 
allowance is made for ‘he effect of 
the storm. The Velie was delayed an 
hour about fifteen miles out of Way- 
cross by the flooding of a car in a 
stream ahead of us. This car had to be 
pulled out of the bog by a mule, and 
then the engine was not working right 
when we left.

STORY OF ACCIDENT 
TOLD BY JOURNAL’S MAN 

W. T. Waters, Jr., staff correspondent 
of The Journal, sent the following 
graphic story of the accident to his 
paper: | 

Savannah, Ga., October 22.—Shaving 
death by the breadth of a hair, Edwin 
P. Ansley, Mrs. Ansley, their daughter, 
Miss Laura Ansley, and Mrs. Frank 
Weldon, all of Atlanta, and J. J. Mur- 
phy and Bert Beyers, also of Atlanta, 
were hurled from the big seven-pas- 
senger White steamer of Mr. Ansley 
on a sharp curve 10 miles outside of 
Savannah, at 8 o’clock tonight, and 
two minutes later were picked up by 
the party in The Atlanta Journal's car, 
the White gas machine, in the ’Round- 
the-State Tour, that has its headquar- 
ters in Savannah tonight. 

The collision’ was caused by the car 
crashing intoatelepho le. The pole 
prevented the car tronMurning over, 
which would have resulted in the 
wholesale slaughter or maiming of 
every occupant in the car, 

Had the heavy car careened further 
from its right side to make qa complete 
somersault, the three ladies and the 
three men would have been ground 
along the macadam road beneath it 
for many yards. 

The passengers were sent hurling 
At least three of them 
were shot against the pole. 


steering wheel. All the others fell on 
comparatively soft ground, the ladies 
going from the tonneau to the mud 
of the ditch. 

Ali Badly Shocked. 


All were badly shocked by the disas- 
ter. Mrs. Ansley is probably badly 
sprained about the body, and may be 
hurt internally. Mrs. Weldon was 
thrown heavily, but so far as is known 
is not greatly hurt. Miss Ansley was 
apparently not hurt beyond a few 
bruises. All were bruised and scratch- 
ed. The impact was terrible. 

At the moment of the disaster the 
big White steamer was speeding south 
toward Savannah from Statesboro and 
Waycross, completing its hard day's 
run of nearly 200 miles, from the lat- 
ter point with The Constitution-Tele- 
graph-Chronicle around the state. 

A short distance behind it came the 
White gas car of The Atlanta Journal, 
also completing the day’s run. Dark 
had settled some time before. 

The White steamer, say its passen- 
gers, Was going over 40 miles an hour. 
Suddenly the brilliant lights ahead 
showed no red at all. It had disappear- 
ed. Beyers, who had been at the wheel 
of the pacemaker since Macon was left 
behind, whirled his steering wheel 
over. 

He jammed it down hard. The big 
ear, going with terrific momentum, 
tried to hold the road, but failed. It 
swerved widely. Its right wheels 
caught the drop of the steep roadside 
ditch.. It began to go over, then it hit 
the telephone pole with an impact that 
dislodged several of conductors over- 
head and dropped wires to the road. 
That is all the passengers 12member 
until they picked themselves up after 
several moments of silence. 

The ladies had just been picked up 
by Mr. Murphy and Mr. Ansley, and 
Beyers had just been lifted across the 
road to the inside of the curve, when 
the lights of the White gas car of The 
Journal began to show through the 
woods and shrubbery.

HONOR SYSTEM IN VERMONT PEN 


Ry F. H. Tracy, Sherif Washington

The bold idea of allowing prisoners 
to go outside the jail alone and work 


without guards upon their honor is in 
successful operation today in Vermont. 
In 1906 the legislature provided that 
all male persons imprisoned for cer- 
tain minor offenses “‘may be required 
to perform not more than ten hours of 
manual labor within or without the 
walls of said county jail.” After- 
wards a law was passed that all per- 
sons convicted of crimes for which the 
imprisonment is one year or less should 
serve time in these jails. 

Tn our jail at Montpelier the average 
number of prisoners has been about 
thirty-five. At first no one was will- 
ing to employ them. The first trtai 
made was to use a small gang to cut 
bushes and do other work on property 
owned bv the sheriff. Those whose 
term of sentence was shortest was em- 
ploved, and the state was given 59 
cents per.day for their labor. The 
"rial hag poor succes#® ‘The men had 
ro interest in their work and hardly 
earned the small sum allowed the com- 
mon wealth. 

Afterward a small number were em- 
ployed on the water system of the city 
at $1 per day, which was turned over 
to the state, for the law provides that 
“the proceeds of such labor, if any, 
shall be applied in payment of mate- 
rials and tools furnished, and any ba!- 
ance left shall be turned over to the 
State treasury.” This was almost a 
failure because the men did as little as 
possible. 

Finally we hit upon the idea of giv- 
ing the men a part of their earnings 
and irying the honor system. For 
three years the state has taken $1 per 
day for the service of these men, and 
has allowed them the balance of what 
they earned. The average wage paid 
has been $1.75, which gives each man 
75 cents for his own use. The prison- 
ers go to their work unguarded, being 
placed entirely on their honor. During 
the time over 700 different men have 
been sent out to work: and only two 
have attempted to escape. One was 
captured in another state after months 
of liberty, and both served sentences 
for prison breach. 

For two years we have often been 
unable to furnish the men needed by 
farmers, contractors and for common 
labor. Often we have had twenty-five 
men working at perhaps twenty differ - 
ent places. Prison officials sometimes 
aliow groups of convicts to work 
without guards, but the fact that oth 
crs are present acts to deter any that 
might think of escaping. Very many 
of our men work absolutely by them- 
selves. They have always worn Plain 
clothing, with nothing to distinguish 
them from the ordinary laborer. 

Occasionally men have become intox- 
icuted while out working. In every 
case charges have been brought 
against them, and they have served 
time for the offense. od 

Since 1906 the proceeds turned into 
the state treasury from Washington 
ecunty for prison labor have exceeded 
the combined total of the other thir- 
teen counties. The sum paid to the 
State from this county has Increased 
five foid within three years. 

The real benefit has come’ from the 
fact that men have had a chance to 
help themselves and their families. As 
a rule they save their money to help 
those dependent upon them et home. 
In this way the force of the misfor- 
tune has been somewhat tempered to 
their families which have been enabled 
to buy food and clothing. 

The policy of trusting the men has 
won their confidence, for they do not 
feel that we are eager to show our au- 
thority by ferrreting out the least in- 
fraction of prison discipline. Our ef- 
forts to make their imprisonment a lit- 
tle less hard are appreciated. We 
learn some of the causes which led to 
their confinement. In many instances 
by inspiring confidence in discouraged 
men we have helped them to turn over 
a new leaf.

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tickets for them ang allowed them to

go without an escort. Some had long 
terms to serve, and the crowd and 
darkness furnished an excellent Oppor- 
tunity for escape. Fifteen minutes 
after the performance was over every- 
one was back. Trust a man in this 
way and he repays the faith placed in 
him and shows his thanks by better 


t-work and by frankness instead of su!- 


lenness toward the jail officials. 

For two vears no man has been r:2- 
fused the chance to go outside and 
work. Many who were serving a sen- 
tence of a year have been trusted in 
this way. One man who is serving a 
sentence for jail breaking and who was 
caught in Massachusetts after a search 
of six months, goes to his work daily 
without any restraint save conscience. 

Every man has to do laborer’s work, 
no matter what his occupation has 
been or is. Although this is one of the 
strongest labor sections tn New Eng- 
land, we have‘had no trouble on that 
account. Part of the reason is that the 
men in order to have as much money 
as possible for themselves over and 
above the amount paid to the state, do 
not underbid the ordinary labor mar- 
ket, which is the reason why In many 
states there is such bitter objection to 
convict labor. ’ 

The plan we have tried has been 
fortunate enough to attract attention 
throughout the state and even beyond 
fs borders. As the governor of Ver- 
mont has often commended the work, 
the method by which we have tried to 
help prisoners to help themselves is 
quite likely to be followed more ex. 

We have not 
tried for financial success in this work, 
but with the hope that unfortunate 
men who have almost lost their grip on 
the ladder’ might be helped.

NOT HAVE IN 1810 


A Picture of Thanksgiving 
Day One Hundred 


Years Ago.

A hundred years back may seem a 
long while ago, but when you remem- 
ber that there are men living today 
whose fathers saw General Washing- 
ton, a century does not seem so long a 
time after all. And up to the time of 
Washington a hundred years did not 
mean very much to the human race. 
The world moved very slowly. When 
Washington died, in 1799, people were 
using the same sort of appliances and 
doing the same sort things in the 
Same way that they did in 1699 and 
even in 1599. In former years, if a 
man could have returned to earth at the 
end of a hundred years, he would not 
have been very much surprised at 
any of the changes that had taken 
place during his absence. But if 
Washington or Franklin, or even 
Thomas Jefferson, who died less than 
a eentury ago, were to come back to 
@arth now, he would not know where 
he was. The world has changed more 
in the last -100 years than in any 
thousand years that have gone before. 

To get some idea of the wonderful 
changes that have taken place, let us 
Zo back to Thanksgiving day in 1810 
and note how many, many things our 
great-grandparents did not have 
which we have today. It will not 
only astonish.us, but it will also make 
us realize how much we have to be 
thankful for. 

In the first place, there was no 
Thanksgiving day in 1819, except in 
New England. It was only a little 
over forty years ago that the people 
all over the “United States began to 
celebrate the day. Before that, if one 
did not live in Boston or very close to 
it he probably would never have eaten 
a Thanksgiving dinner. But even 
those who were fortunate enough to 
live in New England di@ not have any- 
thing Mike the variety of good things 
for dinner that we have today. Of 
course, they had turkey and pumpkin 
pie and onions and cranberry sauce 
and potatoes; but they did not have 
tomatoes or corn or peas or string 
beans or beets or asparagus or any 
of the other canned vegetables that 
we are accustomed to eating during 
the winter months. There were no 
tin cans. Neither were there any cars 
to bring fresh fruits and vegetables— 
like strawberries and tomatoés and 
lettuce—from the south and from Cali- 
fornia. In fact, there were then no 
Such places in the United States as 
Florida and Texas and California. They 
were all of them waste places or for- 
eign lands. They belonged to England 
and Spain and France and Mexico. 

Oranges, bananas, pineapples, grape- 
fruit, olives, Malaga grapes and other 
tropical fruits which are so familiar to 
all of us, Were never seen in the mar- 
kets of 1810. Boys and gir's of that 
day only heard about them from trav- 
elers or read of them in books. 

Dinners were cooked in fireplaces. 
There were no ranges. There were no 
gas stoves; no oil stoves; no coal 
stoves: no cook stoves of any kind. 
Housewives had no baking powder, no 
yeast cakes. no self-raising flour, no 
granulated sugar, no (flavoring  ex- 
tracts, no ground spices, No cocoa, no 
potted meats, no catsup, no prepared 
breakfast foods, no soda crackers, no 
macaroni. All the coffee had to be 
roasted and ground at home. House- 
keepers then had very few of the con- 
venieénces .that they have today. They 
had no running water in the house or 
stationary wash tubs or clothes 
wringers or washing machines or wire 
clothes lines. Neither had they refrig- 
erators or ice cream freezers or egg 
beaters or waffle irons or meat grind- 
ers or carpet sweepers or ammonia or 
borax or gasoline or moth balls or fiy 
paper or fiy screens. And they had no 
matches, and they had no electric 
lights or gas light and no kerosene. 

There were no sewing machines in 
1810. All clothes were made by hand. 
There were no ready-made things of 
any kind: not even shoes or hats. 
Near'y every family spun its own wool 
and flax and made its own thread and 
yarn and cloth. The clothes for the 
boys and girls.and the men and women 


(Clifford 


were made at home. So also were the 


carpets, the candles. the soap, thie 
Mattresses and the chairs and tables. 
There were no/furniture factories: no 
ready-made desks or hbookeases or hbed- 
Steads or anything else. Such things 
as were not made at hume were made 
to order by the shoemaker or the hat- 
ter or the tailor or the cabinet maker. 
Clothigs stores, shoe stores, hat stores, 
furnitffre stores were unheard ‘of. 

In 1810 nobody wore rubbers. That 
was because there were no rubbers. 
There were no rubber goods of any 
kind—overshoes. waterproofs, rain- 
coats, rubber bdlls, -pencil erasers, hot 
warter bags, or anything of that sort. 
There Was no garden hose: no fire 
hose. There were no water mains; 
there Were no fire engines. When a 
house caught fire. men put it out. if 
they could, by throwing buckets of 
water on the flames. 

Fireplaces were the only means of 
keeping a house warm. There were 
no furnaces; no coal stoves. Here 
and: there a wealthy family owned a 
wood-burning stove. but that was a 
rare luxury. -Steam heat'ng and hot 
water heating were undreamel of. 
So, also, were kitchen ranges and 
hot water boilers. There were no 
bathrooms; . there was no plumbing. 
and the towns had no sewers. And 
rot oniy had they no sewers, but they 
also had.no street cars. -Even horse 
cars were unknown. All city travel 
was done on foot or by means of 
horses and carriages. And if anyone 
ventured out at night he carried his 
own light with him—a lantern with a 
candle in it; for there were no street 
lamps, Electricity and egas and coal 
oil had not yet come into use. The 
moon was the best light a town could 
have at night. 

Of course there were no airships or 
automobiles or motrceycles in 1810 
Neither were there any biyccles, nor 
any troley cars, and there weren't 
even any railroads. The locomotive 
haid not vet been invented. and the 
steamboat was being tried for the first 
time as an experiment. 

All travel was done on horseback or 
by stage coach, and those who crossed 
the ocean did it as (olumbus dAid— 
in a sailing vessel. It was a three days’ 
journey from Philadelphia to Washing- 
ton. Now you can make the trip .in 
three hours. It took nearly a week for 
a letter to go from New York to Bos- 
ton—as long a time as it now requires 
to send a letter to San Francisco or 
to London, and the cost was s x times 
as great. There were no postage 
stamps. The person who received a let- 
ter paid for it in cash acocrding to the 
distance it had come. And there were 
no envelopes and no letter boxes. Let- 
ters were simply folded and the corners 
held together. with sealing wax, and 
the address was. written on the outside 
of the letter. : man, de 

As there were no railroads, news 
traveled only as fast as a horse could 
run or a ship could sail. There were 
no wires to carry messages, for there 
was no telegraph and there was no 
telephone. Consequently there were 
not many newspapers, and such as 
there were did not have much news 
to print. Most of them were issued 
Only once a week, and such news of 
the world as they contained was from 
several days to six months old. All 
printing was done by hand on wooden 
presses. 

The paper was 
All the writting was done with quill 
pens—the bony end of a_ feather 
plucked from a goose. There were no 
steel] pens, no gold pens, no fountain 
pens. no manufactured lead pencils, 
no blotters, no typewriters. “Pictures 
in books of persons or places were all 
made from sketches drawn by 
and engraved on wood. There were 
no photographs; no cameras; no ko- 
daks. There was no such word as pho- 
togwaph. Those who wanted portraits 
of themselves were obliged to hire an 
artist to paint their pictures. ... 

But we must remember that in 1810 
our great-grandparents were perfecily 
satisfied and contented without any 
of these things. They thought them- 
selves very well off with what they 
had. and those who Observed Thanks- 
giving day made it a specia) point to 
offer earnest thanks to Providence for 
their many blessings. 

Surely. therefore, if they could find 
cause for thanksgiving. how much 
more thankful ought we to be in the 
midst of all the blessings of the age 
in which we live. ‘

Due to Doubts Over the Money 


Outlook Abroad---Feeling 
of Hesitation. 


“New York, October 22.—The uncer- 
thin and: irregular movement of the 
prices of stocks today reflected a feel- 
ing of hesitation in the speculation, . 
which is due mainly to the doubts over 
‘tthe money outlook. Another ship- 
ment of $5,375,000. of gold to Egypt, 
which was withdrawn from the Bank 
of Engiand for that purpose, showed 
the formidable proportions of the re- 
quirements upon that institution and 
cammanded attention for the intima- 
-tion of a possible rise in the official 
discount rate of the bank. The New 
York stock market seemed to throw 
off the depression of the frst hour, 
which was founded on the dubious 
money outlook abroad. The resump- 
tion of the upward movement was 
connected with a belief that the in- 
terior currency movement was on the 
point of turning in favor of New York, 
owing to the session of the crop mov- 
ing demands. It was believed, also, 
that the settlement of the cotton bill 
af lading controversy or its postpone- 
ment to the end of the present calen- 
dar year was releasing resources to the 
money market which had been accu- 
mulated in the fear that the financing 
of this year’s cotton crop would be 
thrown on the New York money mar- 
ket.

WEEK’S DEVELOPMENT 


Absorption of 
Noticeable — Increase 
in Exports Aided 


Advance. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, October 22.—(Special.)— 
The stock market was the over- 
shadowing development in the financial 
world during the week. Absorption of 
stocks invariably takes place on a 
market that acts like a bull market. 
So it was in this case. Other conse- 
quences are that the bankers, manu- 
facturers and merchants who do not 
gambje on margins are accustoméd to 
regard the stock market as a useful, 
although not infallible, index of under- 
lying tendencies in money, trade and 
industry. 

That the rise which practically be- 
gan in the early part of September has 
been manipulative is patent, but what 
is more, it has been rewarded with 
success in that it has begun to appeal 
to that outside following which makes 
up the public, so-called. Commission 
houses in Wall street and all concerns 
which muke a business of carrying se- 
curities on margin for customers have 
increased ytheir lines lately, especially 
in the last fortnight. 

It is more than likely that some of 
the news of the week helped the task 
of raising the speculative structure. 
On this account, much might be said 
of the foreign trade statement for Sep- 
tember. This showed exports of rec- 
ord amount for the month aggregating 
almost $169,000,000, an increase of $15.- 
000,900- over the shipments last vear, 
while imports decreased $4,000,000 «1

little more than $117,000,000. As a’re- 
ult, an export balance was reported 
amounting to $3,500,000 ang the slight 
import balance for the first e:ght 
months of the calendar year was con- 
verted to an export excess of about 
$50,000,000. Most of export gain was 
owing to the overstimulation of ecot- 
ton shipments or account of the bill of 
ladding controversy, and the cot- 
ton mnovement in the. last three months 
make less favorable 
comparisons with last’ year on this ac- 
count. 

Next to the stock market of the 
week the most important news was 
furnished by the money market. The 
Bank of England has advanced - its 
minimum discount rate to 5 per cent, a 
rate which it has obtained rarely in 
mid October in the last quarter cen- 
tury. The Bank of France shows dis- 
counts at the present time almost one- 
third larger than the average at this 
season In recent years, and holds $50,- 
000,000 less gold than last year. 

The bank statement showed by Hits 
actual week-end figures that the asso- 
ciated banks had been shifting loans 
again, not only to the trust companies, 
but to other outside lengers—presuni- 
ably interior banks. The weekly trust 
company statement reported an in- 
crease of $5,000,000 in their loan ac- 
counts; the loan reduction at the banks 
was $12,600,000, and their showing by 
daily averages made the figure much 
larger. Despite this heavy curtalil- 
ment of loans and liabilities, the 
week’s $5,200,000 loss of cash caused a 
decrease in the surplus. The “average 
statement,” it fs true, showed $3,300,- 
000 increase; but in a week of’ con- 
‘tinuous speculation for the rise, the 
actual showing gives the real informa- 
tion. The week-end surplus reserve of 
$10,500,000 is $6,000,000 under that of 
a year ago. Equally interesting is the

MADAME GAGEY WRITES 
OF SOUTHERNER IN PARIS 


Madane Julie MacAdoo-Gagey, in the 
series of letters she is writing for 
The Constitution on “Intellectual 
Paris’ declares the southerner is more 
at thome in Paris than amy other 
Americans are: 

“Even though he be not Creole, and 
may not speak the language, the 
statement remains true,” 
“Six or eight generations of life in 
the semi-tropical climate of the south 
has transformed the Anglo-Saxon, be 
his blood ever so pure. He has be- 
come Latin in vivacity, in emotiona: 
quality, in instinctive artistic impulse, 
in very quickness to anger. The 
frozen stream of the northern nature 
has broken up into a thousand spark- 
ling rivulets of more ardent life, and 
when he ‘arrives upon the boulevards’ 
the southerner: feels that he has come 
into his own,. rather than discovered 
an unknown country. 

“For the rest, the movement that is 
approaching thé two republics in a 
closer union is already well under 
way. I mean to say that America no 
longer contents herself with a ‘tourlst’ 
France of smiling routes and stateiy 
chateaux, nor even with the Paris of 
jewels and toilettes and sumptuous 
equipages. The Alliance Francaise has 
commenced the correspondence On 
ideas, has brought into view the work- 
ing, intellectual French mind. To the 
Americans interested to follow some 
phases of this contemporary thought, 
and especially to the southerners, my 
compatriots, I propose to offer, in this, 
the most representative journal of the 
south, an occasional glimpse of the 
books that reveal from day to day the 
spirit of modern France. 

“Who speaks of modern France 
speaks in the same time of social) 
movements, social doctrines and theo- 
r‘es, and even agitations, the mos, 
divergent. The American, and it may 
be said, all Americans, are men of 
the present. The nation is one mighty 
affiuence of creators, intent upon ex- 
tracting the force and its value from 
contemporary life. It is this that 
makes the force of the nation. Its 
flood of energies is homogeneous. 
Perhaps there results at times a too 
great tniformity of sentiment from 
this common end and aim. But there 
is an undeniable majesty in it, and 
for other nations, a formidable threat. 
The Modern Frenchman. 
the opposite way, there is to be 
passionate interest in the 

contradictions of a country 
is old and complex. Side 
by side with the modern Frenchman, 
republican of today, stands the 
Frenchman of the aristrocratic elght- 
eenth century, traditionalist and 
monarchist. Next to him, on the other 
side, one finds the imperialist, some- 
what more transitional, but removed 
from the currents of the present, also. 
It would not be inept to apply to 
these types of old France, and there 
are infinite shades and diversities 
among them, the name of ‘contempor- 
ary ancestors,’ in an exalted sense, of 
course, for their intellectual value is 
of the purest strain. And then there 
exists, in a more advanced degree than 
in America, the man of tomorrow, the 
the revolutionist ardent and idealist, 
lured by the chimera of a reign o1 
social brotherhood. All that a primi- 
tive Christian piety passed over, in its 
hopes, to another world, these pro- 
tagonists of human solidarity dream 
of in a near-at-hand justice on earth 
To hasten this end, they are willing, 
it needs be, to destroy society as it 
exists, Zut all of French socialism 
is not ‘red.’ There is a variety of 
sentiment in the different groups, and 
much of the finest and most philosoph- 
ica] French thought, and the most 
humanly generous, emanates from 
those socialists who, accepting today 
in its reality, labor to disengage 4 
more liberated tomorrow. 

“It is to the class of traditionalists, 
of reactionaries, if you will, that M 
Emile Faguet, the greatest of living 
French critics, belongs. He is in the 
noblest signification, a contemporary 
ancestor. His spiritual quality is a 
fine flower of those influences that 
made the mighty growth of a France 
monarchical and catholic. The third 
republic, now confirmed in strength by 
forty years’ duration, is distasteful in 
his eyes. He sees in the democratisa- 
tion of his country the loss of its 
purest and most distinguished traits. 
The idea of democracy is itself dis- 
cutablé, he claims, as that govern- 
mental principle bringing forth or 
even cultivating, social perfection in 
@ race. 

“The most succinct expression of M. 
Faguet’s view of democracy is to be 
found in a recent small volume calied 
‘Le Culte de l'Incompetence’ and pub- 
lished by Bernard Grasset. This pub- 
lisher announces that the work of 
Professor Faguet inaugurates a serie* 
of critical studies upon modern times, 
especially in what concerns French 
civilization of today.

Creed of Incompetence. 


‘In this jnitial volume, ‘The Creed 
of Incompetence,’ to give its title in 
English, M. Faguet offers an analysis, 
that comes near being an arraign- 
ment, of democracy. Notwithstanding 
its ideal, altogether praiseworthy, to 
stand for virtue, in its actual work- 
ings, democracy’s social or govern- 
mental ‘control’ cultivates incompe- 
tence. Democracy is afraid of ‘compe- 
tencies* for democracy is the rule of 
the people, and the people redoubt 
those representatives who, by their 
superior talents, see beyond the popu- 
lar passions and refuse to voice them. 
The people accordingly elect on!y 
those whom they consider incapab!-« 
to outstrip them. Hence governmenta! 
incompetence, fluctuating laws, social 
instabilitity. Like the legislator, the 
magistrate is condemned to ipcompe- 
tence, The magistrature in France is 
an administration—like the army— 
named, paid, advanced and revoked by 
the government. 

“Its moral competence is sadly dimin- 
ished, forthe fear of being revoked in- 
fluences the justice it deals out. Fol- 
lowing the color of the political opin- 
ions of the different sections, we have 
a blue justice, a white justice—ana 
so on. But the democratic ideal does 
not admit the magistrature as a self- 
elective body, fearing a ‘caste’ of rea: 
competence—and, hence, aristocratic. 

“The ‘refuge’ of competence, in a 
democratic regime, is the private pro- 
fessions, or those renumerated by an 
association. But, here in France 
least, the jealous and omnfscient eye 
of the people pursues this other threar 
of an intellectual aristocracy, forming 
on the margin of its authority. The 
people reclaim a socialism, which, by 
absorbing and administering all the 
forms of labor, will tend more ano 
more to reduce the soaring of indi- 
vidual talent, and equalize all man- 
kind in one uniform block. But as 
out of a state of enforced equality, it 
is always despotism that springs, Mr. 
Faguet suspects socialism, established 
and triumphant, to resolve itself into 
an oOligarchy, and an oligarchy ‘very 
merciless, having under it only beings 
without defense, equal in indigence, 
and leveled in misery.’ 


Cry of the Prophet. 


“Tt is evident that here is not the 
cry of the'prophet or the exalted, but 
rather the cold, stern voice of the on- 
looker, and of an onlooker whose pro- 
fessional eye renders account of the 
weakness of the combatants, rather 
than exults in the ardor of the attack. 
As a matter of fact, the lodging of the 
master looks out, from its top-floor 
windows, upon the ancient Roman 
arena, hiding away in this corner of 
old Paris. Is there not something 
symbolical here? It would seem that 
the spirit of this masterly book is 
that of the scholar who descends in- 
frequentiy in the arena, and judges 
contemporary life from afar. It I 
perhaps the best way to judge, after 
all. Conviction is borne in upon every 
fair mind when the critic shows as 
products of democracy, impoliteness, 
the absence of the sentiment of re- 
spect, the social effacement of the 
old, etc. 

“Thus to one of the foremost and 
most profound Latin minds, this much- 


vaunted democracy, ideal of the modern 
world, leads to a moral decadence. 
threatening the life by an inevitabie 
resulting depotism, of the principle it- 
self. The remedy, in Mr. Faguet’s 
opinion, is the consent on the part of 
democracy to abandon the dream of 
absolute equality, and to give a place 
to competence. Competence is a gs0- 
cial necessity. It is the balancing of 
the ‘confused’ by the ‘precise.’ It en- 
genders and cultivates an aristocratic 
element. But it is the co-existence or 
the aristocratic with the democratic 
that alone guarantees a society, ann 
gives it social health. The writer in- 
tends, of course, that these two ele- 
ments show a friendly interchange. 
The plebe must be aristocratic in sen- 
timent, and the aristocrac ‘de- 
mophile,” And M, Faguet <untle calls 
this harmony ‘social synergy,’ a term 
familiar to Americans, for it wage cra- 
ated by our great social thinker, Les- 
ter Ward. Mr. Ward would call M. 
Faguet a ‘sociocrat,” to quote again 
the American philosopher’s language. 
But I suspect the French thinker to 
be more restrained in his sociocracyv 
than the American. M. Faquet quotes 
the saying of Prudhon, ‘I dream of a 
republic so liberal that in it I would 
be gulllotined as a reactionary.’ Ha 
himself may at times be accused of 
dreaming arepublic so reactionary that 
he would be guillotined there as a 
liberal. We would be far from wish- 
ing any such eventuality, however, for 
of all the finest, most human, most 
witty, most truly Gallic geniuses, that 
of Emile Faguet stands foremost. And 
scores Of American students at the 
Sorbonne who have come under his 
influence and received his kindly en- 
couragement can attest to this hom- 
age. Since his painful acelden’' 
which has immobilised him in his 
home, depriving the public of his lee- 
tures, the old university of Richelieu 
has assumed a melancholy air. The 
heart of all Americans, lovers of let- 
ters, desires for him a speedy re- 
covery.”’

The New Football Rules. 
(“Ted Coy, Head Coach of Yale Uni- 
versity. in the November Columbian. ) 

There has been a big hubbub over 
the rules. Veteran players of a dec- 
ade ago deciare that they will 
the game. | do not agree. To 
mind they have not deprived the g 
of any of its interest, nor have they 
sapped its strenuosity or vigorousnese. 
The changes were made to prevent 
accidents. Public opinion, and, in a 
few cases, state legislation, demanded 
it. In its zea to prevent accidents 
the committee mayhap made more 
rules than were necessary. That re- 
mains to be seen. We who must coach 
football have criticised. We shall have 
to teach a new style of play. This may 
be hard. 

To my mind the greatest change was 
the rule abolishing all assistance to 
the runner. This is far-reaching. 
Every player had it drilled into him 
to “help the man with the bal.” He 
was pulled and carried along. 
brought too much concentrated pound- 
ing on the tackles and ieft them in 
a state of exhaustion. Since no happy 
medium could be struck to do away 
with this massing it is better that it 
was eliminated altogether. 

The rule alowing a man to 
with the ball on a direct pass _ 
the center, without restrictions, is an 
improvement. It does away with the 
quarier back in so far as “feeding the 
hull’ to the backs is concerned, It 
holds forth a maze of trick plays 
and intricate formations. Another 
change for the better is the allowing 
of the forward pass over any part of 
the line of scrimmage. The old ru’e, 
making the ball cross the line five 
vards from center was a mistake. The 
officials had no means of judging the 
distance accurately, and often a close 
decision meant the winning or losing 
of a game.

parcels post. We publish its comment elsewhere. 

The Herald’s chief contention is that a parcels post would be 
socialistic and only to be expected under a socialist form of govern- 
ment. It is too expensive a ‘luxury, thinks our contemporary. 

It is an interesting commentary on the evolution of our form 
of government that at each stage this identical objection has been 
raised. 

Socialism was charged, with all its doleful variations, when the 
United States government first undertook a regular popular mail 
service, under Joseph Habersham, of Georgia, the first postmaster 
general. The opponents of the system declared the government 
was usurping the functions of private individuals. 

It would be possible to name half a dozen functions today dis- 
charged by public agencies which are essentially socialistic, and 
which were denounced as such when originally broached. 

Public schools, for instance. It required the hardest kind of 
battling fer the advocates of education at the community expense 
to gain a hearing for their views, and afterward, their adoption. 
Attacks variously labeled “paternalistic” and “socialistic” were lev- 
eled at their heads. But they persisted, and now we complain, not 
at too much education out of the public treasury, but too little. 

The same process and conditions apply to the incoming of mu- 
nicipally-owned waterworks systems or other public utilities every- 
where. 


post IS socialistic, then the government is already committed to it, 
none the less. 

For a long time the patron of the mails has been able to avail 
himself of a limited parcels post service in this country, but it is 
senselessly Hmited and arbitrarily unjust as contrasted with in- 
ternational parcels post facilities. 

For instance, The Herald or any of its employees can now 
mail a maximum package of four pounds over the river a few miles 
to Aiken, S. C., for 64 cents. . 

They could mail the SAME PACKAGE to Berlin, to England 
or more than a score of other treaty countries thousands of miles 
away for only 48 CENTS. 

Not only that, but you cannot mail for delivery in this coun- 
try a package weighing more than four pounds. 

You can ‘mail in this country for FOREIGN DELIVERY a 
package weighing ELEVEN POUNDS. And the same thing 
coming back this way. 

If you wanted to send eleven pounds in this country, dnd 
made it up into three packages to comply with the law, it would, 
even.then, cost you four cents a pound more than to send it to the 
outposts of Germany or Austria. 

If an eleven-pound maximum parcels post at 12 cents a pound 
is good for other countries, and between the United States and other 
countries, it 1s good for our own nation. 

The express companies are all right in their sphere, but they 
simply cannot reach the field now neglected by the domestic par- 
cels post. 

Extend the application of the latter already in existence, and 
the annual postal deficit would be turned into a surplus. 

And sooner or later the people are going to have the parcels 
post !

Some Strange Scenes 
In Land of Palestine

Jerusalem. . 1910.—(Special Corre- 
spondence. )— 
“Jerusalem a city is 
Compactiy built together; 
Unto that place the tribes go up; 
The tribes of God go thither.” 
These words from one of the Psaims 
were written of the Jerusalem of Da- 
vid. They fitly describe the Jerusalem 
of today. The Holy City of 1910 cov- 
ers twice as much space as ft did when 
I was here twenty years ago. It has 
doubled in size and it has now between 
86.000 and 100,000 people. In 1888 the 
most of the inhabitants were crowded 
together inside the walls. They are so 
crowded still, but to the north, south 
and west large Jewish settlements 
have sprung up and among and beyond 
them have been built great hospices, 
hospitals. convents, cathedrals and 
hotels, so that the city outside; the 
walls almost equals the population of 
that within. The new buildings have 
extended to the Mount of Olives, and 
they are working their way toward the 
east aJong the road to Jaffa. 
Jerusalem Within the Walls.

We are now far 
above the city, and we. can see the 
country on all sides. The town lies in 
a nest in the mountains on the edge 
of a plateau, which falls off into the 
valley of Kedron and the valley of 
Hinnom, and beyond which rises the 
Mount of Olives. The walls run right 
along the edges of these _ valleys, 
climbing up hill and down, and then 
making their way about the trregular 
plateau upon which Jerusalem stands 
until they end again here at the Jaffa 
gate. Jerusalem is rolling. It is made 
up of hill and hollow and was prob- 
ably chosen as the site of the capital 
of Judea on account of the gorges 
about it by which it could bé the more 
easily defended in case of a siege.

The wood is the 
roots of olive trees and his donkey load 
is worth 25 cents. He is stopped by 
the customs officer, and pays a tax of 
» cents at the gate. Behind him comes 
a porter with a bag half as big as a 
hogshead fastened to the small of his 
back. Inside the bag is a basket filled 
with the flat cakes which form the 
bread of the city. 

Now turn to the right and look at 
that Syrian Bedouin who ts riding a 
gray Arabian pony. He sits as straight 
as a telegraph pole and looks with 
fierce eyes at our party. He has a gun 
on his back and his head is covered 
With a great yellow handkerchief 
bound round with strands of hair rope 
as thick as your wrist. Behind him 
come three camels laden with the 
Oranges oF Jaffa. Fach beast has a 
cartload of the great yellow balls in 
the two crates which hang over his 
back, and he grumbles and whines as 
his barefooted driver drags him along 
by a string tied to his nose. 

As we look we see the figures of the 
Old and New Testaments crowding 
around us. There are peasants who 
might have been among the disciples, 
and gray-bearde@ men who would pass 
for Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. We see 
boys with coats of many colors, which 
remind us of Joseph, and shepherds

Let us take a seat with those Syr- 
ians On the porch of that coffe house 
outside the gate and make further 
sketches of those who go in. Here 
comes two figures dressed ali in white. 
They look like walking bed ticks 
bound around at the middle, or better 
like the ghosts of a sheet and pillow 
case party. They are Mahommedan 
women. It is against their religion for 
them to go out unveiled, and they 
have wrapped their bodies in sheets, 
the folds of which they hold close to- 
gether over their faces, leaving only a! 
erack by which to pick their way 
through the crowd. 

Behind them is a gir! with bare face. 
She wears a round cap, which extends 
a foot above her rosy brow'p forehead. 
Her gown is a gray chemise, which 
falls almost to her feet, and has a 
wide hem of embroidery of red and 
blue silk. That is a Bethlehem maid- 
en, and the shaw] she wears was prob- 
ably made by her own hands for her 
wedding. Such shaw'ls;are much prized 
by tourists, and the best of them bring 
$25 apiece in the stores. 

But here are some women iin long 
coats and high boots. They have calico 
gowns under their coats, which reach 
half way down to calf. Their heads 
are covered with handkerchiefs and 
their faces are bronzed by the sun. 
Each has a staff in her hand and a 
bag on her back, and she is tramping 
along at the rate of four miles an 
hour. They are dusty and dirty, and 
+ they look weary and worn. Those are 
peasant women from Russia, who have 
come here as pilgrims, and who are 
making their way from_ shrine to 
shrine. They have tramped this morn- 
ing out of Bethlehem, and tqmorrow 
will likely be on their way to the 
Jordan, 


Around the Walls. 

Let us start here at the Jaffa gate 
and make a trip around the walls of 
Jerusalem. I have tramped about them 
on foot and have ridden round upon 
donkeys. Some of the walls which still 
stand were laid up by Solomon, others 
were erected by Herod the Great, who 
built David’s tower, and others by Ag- 
rippa only a few years after Christ's 
death. 

We walk across the read leading to 
Bethlehem, down which the wise men 
of the east rode on their way to the 
birthplace of the Savior, and picking 
our steps through a caravan of camels 
lying there, climb a road wuich leads 
up the slope of Mount Zion. There is a 
moat at the foot of the tower which is 
100 feet wide and 30 feet deep, and the 
wal] rises perhaps 100 feet above this. 
There are olive trees between the road 
and the walls, and aS we £0 we see 
ragged donkeys feeding among them. 
Now we have passed tne moat and 
come close to the wall. Its lower por- 
tions are about 2,000 years old, but the 
stones are as firm as when they were 
laid. The wpper layers are of square 
and oblong blocks. They were repaired 
centuries since, and are laid in white 
mortar. 

Going onward, we pass tower after 
tower running fifteen or twenty feet 
out from the wall and rising five or six 
feet above it. The walls are thick, and 
the towers were probably used for the 
archers and watchmen stationed there 
on the outlook for the enemy. 

The American Cemetery. 

A little beyond David’s tower, al- 
most hugging the walls, is a great 
church belonging to’ the Germans. It 
is still in process of construction, and 
when completed it will command a 
view over the whole of Jerusalem. The 
site was given’ to the kaiser of Ger- 
many by the sultan, and he holds the 
deed to it. A part of the churchyard is 
the American cemetery, which was 
sola by our consul. It is now filled 
with barrels of building materials and 
lime and mortar cover the excavations 
where American Christians once lay. 
The selling of the cemetery caused 
great excitement among the Amer- 
icans at Jerusalem, and the American 
colony here protested against the re-

A FIN EDITORIAL 
UN EDUCATION 


Written by Miss Sarah Let- 
ford, Chairman of Com- 


mittee on Education. 


A fine editorial on education in Ware 
county from the pen of Miss Sarah 
Letford, chairman of the committee 
on education of The Georgians, ap- 
peared recently in The Waycrose Jour- 
nal. It will interest our club women 
everywhere. The editorial follows: 

“There are forty-one school districts 
in Ware county and out of this num- 
local 
tax for better school buildings, longer 
school terms and better paid (and, 
therefore, better prepared- teachers. 

“This leaves twenty-five school dis- 
tricts in the county where the tax- 
payers are content to provide a three 
or four months’ school term for their 
children. Counting the time that many 
of the pupils are out of school for one 
cause or another, there are a goodly 
number of boys and girls in Ware 
county who get to school about thirty 
days in a year. 

“It rests with the twenty-five dis- 
tricts whether they, too, shall pro- 
vide better advantages for their chil- 
dren. It is a matter for the patrons 
to decide in each district. But by way 
of warning and advice, The Journal 
would urge on these twenty-five dis- 
tricts to get in line and vote a local 
tax for school purposes as soon as pos- 
sible. 

“If there ever was a time and a 
country where the uneducated man,or 
woman stood as good a chance in the 
world as those who had better mental 
training, that time is not the present 
and that country is not the one we 
live in. It is more and more notice- 
able every day that, other things be- 
ing equal, the goog things of this life 
go to the man or woman who has been 
properly educated and fitted for the 
work he or she means to undertake. 
A parent who keeps his child from 
getting a good common school educa- 
tion is acting just about as kindly and 
as justly by his child as If he cut off 
one of his limbs and sent him out, 
maimed, to fight his way through the 
world. A child has a right to as much 
‘schooling’ as the common schools pro- 
vide. 

“It is, therefore, a certainty that the 
boys and girls in the sixteen districts 
which have provided for better schools 
will stand a better chance in the battle 
of life than will those in the twenty- 
five districts which are content with a 
few weeks’ schoois. It is a certainty 
that they will be better prepared to 
make a living and to take their part 
in the affairs of life. 

“Are the parents in these twenty-five 
districts willing to sit down content- 
edly and allow the boys and girls .in 
the other sections of the county to be 
better fitted for life than are their own 
boys and giris? 

“If, not then it is time these twenty- 
five districts were taking a step for- 
ward—were catching up with the rest 
of the county. 

“Which school district will be No. 17 
in the county roll of honor? 

“Which district is willing t0 hold 
back and maybe some day be No. 42 
to provide ordinary advantages for its 
boys and girls?”

THE NATION’S CON- 
FEDERATE: SHAFT 


(From The Oonfederate Veteran.) 

The National cemetery at Finns 
Point (adjoining Fort Mott) is on the 
New Jersey shore, opposite Fort Dele- 
ware, and it contains the bodies of 
the confederates who died in that 
prison. In Junp, 1910, a tribute shaft 
to these heroes was erected by the 
United States government at a cost 
of $8,500, 

It is what is known as a “rough, 
quarry-faced shaft,” and stands 82 
feet and 6 inches in height, and the 
platform base is 21 feet. On the front 
shaft is a bronze tablet showing in 
raised and polished letters for what 
purpose the memorial is erected. The 
lower part of the shaft has another 
bronze tablet which, together with the 
eight bronze tablets on the concrete 
posts around the base, gives the en- 
tire recora of the 2,460 names, to- 
gether with their company and regi- 
ment, who died on Finns Point.
